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Those connected with the fishing in- 
dustry will have plenty by \vhicli to re- 
member 1911. First of all it has been 
a year of many serious disasters. There 
was a gale back in July which will be 
remembered for many a year to come 
as one of the worst Summer storms 
New England fishermen have ever 
known. One boat, the little swordfish- 
erman Lewie Warren, never came back 
from that storm. Another, tlie Noko- 
mis, went down with her skipper and 
several men. Still another, the Motor, 
came into T Wharf two days later un- 
der a jury mast, with her colors half- 
masted for a man who went, down in 
the South CTiannel. That she brought 
the rest of her men was nothing short 
of a miracle, for with a single excep- 
tion every man aboard had beeii washed 
overboard by a giant comber. 

These are but isolated examples of 
the July storm. j>arly last January, 
right down in Boston Harbor the 
sciiooner Catherine and Ellen was run 
down and sunk by a steamer, her men 
escaping by a mighty narrow mar- 
gin. From the eastward, the Cape 
Shore and Newfoundland, the telegraph 
wires have brought an almost contin- 
uous succession of messages of the loss 
of American fishing schooners. How 
many times vessels have come into T 
wnarf, (Jloucester and other havens of 
the fishing fleet with half-masted col- 
ors for single men, no one down T 
Wharf way has reckoned, as yet. In 
1910 two vessels were lost, with 30 
men, leaving a total of nine widot\'S 
and 24 fatherless children. 

another thing that will be remem- 
bered in fishing circles about the dying 
year is that tact that in 1911 for the 
first time two of " its most successful 
fishermen forsook T Wharf and local 
waters for the tisl'eries of the Pacific. 
The schooners Athena and the Victor 
and Ethan, now on their way around 
South America to the Pacific fisheries, 
won't reach their destination imtil 1912 
is well under way. But they left here 
in 1911. 

Then, too, it was in 1911 that Capt. 
Dunsky fitted out his schooner Teazer 
witii his new style halibut-catching out- 
fit, which has proved so successful that 
several other skippers are thinking of 
following his example. The work on the 
Teazer is i)ractically all done by ma- 
chinery, and as the men don't have to 
put off in dorit's, part of the danger of 
deep water fishing is eliminated.

This record as in previous ytaxn 
included fishermen who lost their lives 
in wrecks or in dories on the hanks 
and those who died on shipboard or in 
hospitals from natural causes, as well 
as fishermen hailing from this port who 
were j M»iH«g from other ports and those 
who lost their Uves by acddental 
drowning.
